The Mississippi River Fuel. Cor- 
poration today announced plans for 
a $11,574,000 expansion program 
which, if approved by the Federal 
Power Commission, will make an 
additional 48,000,000 cubic feet of 
natural gas per day available to 
the St. Louis are«. 

This additional supply, 41 per 
cent more than is marketed here 
now, would be sufficient to enable 
Laclede Gas and Light Co., which 
mixes natural and artifical gas 
for resale to consumers, to convert 
to straight natural gas, Ben C. 
Comfort, president of Mississippi 
River Fuel, said. 

A spokesman for Laclede Gas 
declined to comment on this de- 
velopment, other than to say a 
study of the entire problem of 
conversion to straight.natural gas 
is still in progress, 

Comfort said the additional 
supply was designed to meet de- 
mands of utility companies which 
purchase natural gas for redistri- 
bution to consumers and also to 
meet increasing demands of in- 
dustrial and commercial customers 
to whom Mississippi River Fuel 
sells directly. Laclede Gas is its 
largest utility customer in this 
area, 

“We are simply trying to anticl- 

pate the needs, actual and poten- 
tial, of the market here,” Comfort 
said.

Without preliminaries, Varda- 
man and Justice Reed took places 
together near the huge marble 
fire place at one end of the long 
room. About 100 guests gathered 
around the walls. 

Justice Wishes ‘Good Luck.’ 

While the Justice held a small 
fabric covered Bible, Vardaman 
placed his left hand on it, and, 
with his right upraised, repeated 
the phrases of the oath—to de- 
fend the Constitutiin, to perform 
the duties entrusted to him to the 
best of his ability. Vardaman 
kissed the Bible after his “I do.” 
Justice Reed shook his hand and 
said, “Congratulations, and good 
luck.” Then the guests. filed 
around to offer congratulations. 

The ceremony was repeated at 
the other end of the room for the 
benefit of photographers. There 
Vardaman and Justice Reed were 
joined by Marriner 8S. Eccles, 
chairman of the Federal Reserve's 
Board of Governors, and by Asso- 
ciate Justice William O. Doug- 
las of the Supreme Court, who had 
accompanied Justice Reed.

8000 G.I. Wives and Children 
Are Still Stranded Overseas 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP)— 
At least 8000 war wives and chil- 
dren of American servicemen are 
stranded overseas and cannot be 
brought to the United States, the 
War Department disclosed today, 
unless the husbands and fathers 
concerned take action. Likewise 
stranded are some alien husbands 
acquired by WACS and nurses. 

The War Department reported 
that through March 31 a total of 
20,675 dependents—14,966 women 
and 5709 children—had arrived in 
the United States.and an addi- 
tional 2000 were en route. In the 
next three months 40,183 are 


scheduled to reach this country. 
That leaves approximately 8000 
dependents who apparently are 
eligible for transportation here, 
but whose papers are not in order, 
or whose transportation to the 
United States has not been re- 
quested by servicemen husbands 
or fathers. The War Department 
attributed this situation to the 
failure of some soldiers to under- 
stand the proper procedure, but 
it did not rule out the possibility 
of wartime marriages gone awry.

$553,135,058 ADDED 
TO U.S. TAX RETURNS 
BY INVESTIGATIONS 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP) — 
The Internal Revenue Bureau re- 
ported today that tax refunds, 
credits and _ interest’ totaling 
$1,024,475,009 were allowed in the 
fiscal year ended last June 30, 
The previous year’s total was 
$171,264,083. 

The amount was attributed 
principally to “refunds made to 
individuals whose income tax pre- 
payments exceeded their Nability.” 
The withholding tax was a major 
factor, 

The bureau reported that re- 
sults of tax returns investiga- 
tions brought the Government an 
“unprecendented total” of $553,- 
135,058. Of this $300,026,906 applied 
to income tax returns and $253,- 
108,152 to excess profits returns.

U.N. GROUP TO VIEW

AS INTERIM SITE 


NEW YORK, April 4 (UP)—The 
United Nations Security Council, 
house-hunting for itself and the 
rest of the U.N. organization, has 
its eye on a $17,783,000 former 
war plant at Lake Success, 17 
miles from New York in the 
swank estate section of Long Is- 
land, 

Some time tomorrow the coun- 
cil—including the Russian delega- 
tion, which spared itself a number 
of tedious rides to the Bronx in 
the last week—is going to look 
over the Lake Success plant as a 
possible home for U.N. for the 
next five years. The plant, oper- 
ated during the war by the Sperry 
Gyroscope Co., is owned by the 
Federal Government, 

James J. Lyons, Bronx borough’ 
president, is seeking to convince 
the security council that it ought 
to stay on in that “garden spot” 
of New York. Many of the coun- 
cil members, however, are neither 
impressed by the scenic beauty of 
the ride from their hotels to the 
Bronx nor by the severe traffic 
conditions. 

The council will inspect the 
plant to see if it will provide suf- 
ficient space and accommodations 
for both the council and the as- 
sembly, the U.N. secretariat and 
office space for each delegation.

SANTA FE 10 SEEK 
FREIGHT RATE HIRE 
DUE 10 PAY RISES 


Plans Appeal to ICC — 
Others of 130 Lines Ex- 
pected to Take Similar 
Action. 


CHICAGO, April 4 (AP)—The 
Santa Fe railroad today was 
planning an immediate appeal to 
the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for increased freight 
rates, following the action yester- 
day of two arbitration boards in 
awarding a 16-cent-an-hour in- 
crease to 1,220,000 railroad work- 
ers. Others of the 130 Class 1 
railroads affected by the binding 
decision were expected to take 
similar action. 


The employes indicated yester- 
day following the award that 
they would make new wage de- 
mands on the roads as soon as 
possible; those in 15 non-operat- 
ing unions had asked for an in- 
crease of 30 cents an hour. 

The wage increase, retroactive 
to January 1, will amount to about 
$400 a year for each employe. 
Carriers estimated it would in- 
crease their costs $584,000,000 a 
year. 

Reopening of Question Planned. 

Bert Jewell, chairman of the 
unions representing 1,100,000 non- 
operating employes, said that un- 
der the Railway Labor Act the 
workers could reopen “the exist- 
ing agreement” on 30 days’ notice. 
The new demands would be sub-‘ 
ject to the same machinery which 
governed the original demands, 

Spokesmen fo rthe three operat- 
ing unions, the firemen and 
enginemen, the conductors and 
switchen, said they had not de- 
cided yet whether to join the 
other groups in seeking an addi- 
tional increase. They had asked 
for $2.50 more a day but _received 
$1.28. 

The awards filed with the clerk 
of the United States District 
Court yesterday came after six 
weeks hearings in Chicago.

TYPHOON HITS LUZON; VESSEL 
FOUNDERS; ARMY TUG ON REEF 


MANILA, April 4 (AP)—A Navy 
aerologist today reported a ty- 
phoon is crossing northern Luzon 
and said winds of “full hurricane 
force” prevail in the straits be- 
tween Luzon and Formosa. 

Manila bay had 35-foot waves 
which caused a_ lumber-laden 
schooner to founder. There was 
no loss of life. 

The typhoon forced a United 
States Army tug on a reef at the 
entrance to San Fernando harbor, 
but all personnel were saved. 

Five American sailor volunteers 
who braved the mountainous waves 
rescued 11 Filipino fishermen 
clinging to bamboo fishtraps on 
San Nicolas shoal halfway be- 
tween Manila and Corregidor. 

The sailors made the 15-mile 
round trip in a %5-foot launch.

PILOT PLANT 


COMMITTEE VOTE 
ON OPA REVIVES 


This Would Be Last Step Before Actual Utili- 
zation of Nuclear Power, 
Says Gen. Groves. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 4—If all 
goes well, a pilot plant for the 
production of atomic energy will 
be in operation at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn, in less than a year, Maj. 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves, head of 
the atom bomb project, said yes- 
terday. 

The establishment of such a 
plant would be the last step be- 
fore the actual utilization of 
atomic energy. Only when the 
pilot plant is in operation, how- 
ever, will it be possible to csti- 
mate the tir _ that will elapse be- 
fore commercial use will be prac- 
tical. 

“In work of this sort,” Gen. 
Groves said, “first you build what 
you might call a glass model. Then 
you build a model of the size that 
would fit into a bedroom. That’s 
what we have now. 

“The pilot plant is not very far 
off. Under the best circumstances, 
it would be less than a year.” 

In connection with Gen. Groves's 
prediction, the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, in recommend- 
ing continuance of certain types 
of Army construction, said yes- 
terday that “testimony given be- 
fore the committee indicated that 
there are now pending certain 
construction projects in the Man- 
hattan District in which the neces- 
sary structures must be of a per- 
> anent nature and each will cost 
more than $20,000.” 

At the end of the war, Gen. 
Groves said. work on peacetime 
utilization of atomic energy was 
more than four years behind 
bomb development. Since the close 
of the war, two of those years 


have been madc up. 

“We are concentrating now on 
new types of pile that will lead 
to power piles. Our problem is 
primarily one of getting people.” 

The “pile” of which the general 
spoke is the term for a controlled 
chain-reaction device. Several ex- 
perimental piles exist in this coun- 
try and in Canada, 

Speculation that the first peace- 
time power plant would use tho- 
rium as wel] as uranium was dis- 
counted by Gen. Groves. Wor'c 
is being done on thorium, he said, 
but it has not yet reached the 
stage of uranium development. 


“Much of our effort right now 
is going into the Bikini test,” he 
said. “What with that and the 
development of peacetime uses, we 
haven’t much sterngth to go on 
to more remote technical prob- 
lems.” 

The personnel problem is be- 
coming a difficult one, he said. 
Colleges have been luring away 
men developed by the Manhattan 
District by offers of salaries far 
greater than those paid at Oak 
Ridge or Los Alamos, N. M. 

Problems other than those of 
peactime power, however, were 
obviously: still being faced by the 
Manhattan District. It was learned 
that a two-day meeting among 
several of this country’s leading 
physicists is in progress here. 

Although there was no official 
word on the subject of the con- 
ference, there was little doubt that 
it revolved about the problems of 
“denaturing” uranium and pluto- 
nium, as suggested in the State 
Department report. Whether the 
result of the conference will be 
made public was questionable.

U.S. SUPERFORTRESSES SAID 
TO BE IN BRITAIN FOR TESTS 


LONDON, April 4 (AP) — The 
Royal Air Force said today that 
three American superfortresses 
and seven flying fortresses have 
arrived in Britain to take part in 
“certain experiments.” 

An air ministry spokesman said 
the American experiments would 
be co-ordinated with test “raids” 
by R.A.F. Lancasters which were 
disclosed to be in progress. Tar- 
gets for the experiments will be 
U-boat pens at Farge and on 
Heligoland Island off the German 
coast, 

American sources said the proj- 
ect was “on the secret list” and 
no details would be given out 
pending approval from Washing- 
ton. 


HOPES Ot BACKERS 


Fight on House Floor 
Ahead, However—Op- 
position May Be Strong- 
er There. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP)— 
Congressional advocates of keep- 
ing price controls alive were more 
hopeful today after the Office of 
Price Administration came 


through the first House Banking 
Committee voting with less dam- 


age than some had expected. 
Representative Monroney 
(Dem.) Oklahoma, who said 
earlier “it looks like OPA will be 
amended to death,” told reporters, 
“I believe now OPA will be con- 
tinued in a shape that will work.” 
The Administration has yet to 
weather a fight on the House 
floor, where opposition may be 
stronger than in the committee. 


The committee voted yesterday 
to repeal OPA’s program requir- 
ing manufacturers to make low- 
cost clothing. It approved a plan . 
for the gradual lifting of price 
controls as supplies of scarce 
items come into balance with de- 
mand. 

Today the committee, meeting 
behind closed doors, put off until 
tomorrow a showdown on amend- 
ments proposing to set up a for- 
mula for ending subsidy programs. 
The Administration currently is 
asking Congress for $1,051,000,000 
to continue these premium pay- 
ments, particularly on food, in an 
effort to keep retail prices down 
although production costs rise. 

Another decision the committee 
must make is whether to recom- 
mend the full year extension of 
OPA asked for by the Administra- 
tion or a nine-month extension as 
proposed by Representative Wol- 
cott, Michigan, senior Republican 
member, 


Representative Sundstrom 
(Rep.), New Jersey, offered the 
amendment to scrap OPA’s au- 
thority to require manufacturers 
to produce specific amounts of 
low-cost clothing. He argued that 
a large number of manufacturers 
were unable to get low-cost mate- 
rials. He said the OPA order 
actually thwarts production by 
prohibiting manufacturers from 
marketing higher cost garments. 
He said repeal would result in 
larger output of clothing.

Reddy’s explanation that a 
$1000 check given Mrs. Nordman 
by the chapter when she resigned 
represented “severance pay” and 
was not an attempt to “buy her 
off” was termed “enlightening” 
by Mrs. Nordman, who said she 
had “never heard of such a 
policy.” 

“Tt seems to me that you have 
made a deliberate attempt to show 
that my resignation had little to 
do with the treatment afforded 
Mrs. Oehler,” Mrs. Nordman 
wrote. “In fact, it seems you have 
tried to show that I hardly know 
why I resigned. 

“I emphasized repeatedly that 
my resignation was based on ac- 
cumulation of bad _ professional 
and personnel practices imposed 
on home service by management, 
the climax of which was reached 
when management told me to ad- 
vise Mrs. Oehler to resign and 
take her chances of being re-em- 
ployed—at the same time telling 
me ‘Mrs. Oehler will never cross 
this threshold again.’” 

Reddy's investigation was also 
criticized as a “farce and an in- 
sult to every intelligent citizen of 
this community” by nine former 
social workers who yesterday 
wrote Basil O'Connor, national 
Red Cross chairman, requesting a 
new inquiry by “an independent 
and impartial organization.”

WASHINGTON, April 4— Capt. 
Clark McAdams Clifford, U.S.N.R.., 
St. Louis, was appointed chief 
White House naval aide by Presi- 
dent Truman today to succeed 
Commodore James K. Vardaman 
of St. Louis, who was sworn in 
today as a governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System. 

The selection of Capt. Clifford 
as the presidential naval aide was 
evidence not only that the Com- 
mamwder in Chief prefers Mis- 
sourians for his immediate asso- 
ciates but also indicated his pref- 
erence for reserve officers over 
the graduates of West Point and 
Annapolis, It is likely that Clif- 
ford will be promoted to com- 
modore to make his rank equal to 
that of Brig. Gen. Harry Vaughan 
of St. Louis, also a reserve officer, 
the President’s military aide. 

Capt. Clifford, born in Fort 
Scott, Kan. Dec. 25, 1906, is a 
nephew of the late Clark Mc- 
Adams, editor of the editorial page 
of the Post-Dispatch, His parents 
brought him as a child to St. 
Louis, where he was educated in 
the public schools, graduating 
from high school. in 1922. He 
worked for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad for one year and then 
entered Washington University. 
He was graduated from the law 


school and entered the practice of 


law. 

In 1938 he became a partner in 
the law firm of Lashly, Lashly, 
Miller & Clifford in St. Louis and 
continued his association with 
that firm until entering the serv- 
ice. In the practice of law he spe- 
cialized in corporation law and 
the trial of cases, For some years 
he gave a course to the senior 
class at the Washington Univer- 
sity Law School entitled “Trial 
Technique and Strategy.” 


By appointment of the Governor 
of Missouri, he served two terms 
as member of the Social Security 
Commission of St. Louis. He also 
served as a member of the board 
of directors of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Society. 

He volunteered for naval serv- 
ice in January 1944 and received 
a commission as lieutenant (jun- 
ior grade) in the Naval Reserve 
in April 1944. He reported for

So had scores of 
other Lidice children. 

Sobs in Court as She Testifies. 

“Never,” she replied, when the 
judge at Frank’s trial asked her 
if she had heard anything about 
the four-year-old girl since she 
waved to her as the bus drove 
away. Her voice, speaking unpol- 
ished peasant words, carried her 
story above the sobs of courtroom 
spectators. Frank looked at her 
shawl-clad head, then stared un- 
emotionally at the floor. 

“My husband, my father and 
four brothers were shot at Lidice,” 
she testified. Then, with a new 
flare of anger in her voice, she 
looked straight at the Nazi and 
said: “On Good Friday, 1944, I 
saw my 88-year-old mother led 
into a gas chamber at Ravens- 
bruck.” 

Mrs. Nova described how Ger- 
man police rushed into the little 
Czech mining village at dawn on 
June 10, 1942, roughtly awakened 
all the families with orders to 
dress and go to the school house. 

“The women were separated 
from the men and taken in trucks 
with the children to Kladno,” she 
said. “We didn’t know what had 
happened to our menfolk. After 
two days at Kladno we were told 
to bathe the children for a trip. 
The Germans promised us we 
would see them two days later. 
We didn’t know we would never 
see them again.” 

Men Lined Up and Shot. 
After the women and children 
were taken to Klando, other tes- 
timony established, the men of 
Lidice were lined up and shot. It 
was retaliation for the shooting of 
“Hangman” Reinhardt Heydrich, 
gestapo boss of Czechoslovakia. 
Frank admitted “seeing bodies 


‘around” Lidice as his murder 


squads burned and pillaged the 
village, 

Mrs. Nova said she and the 
other women were sent to a con- 
centration camp without a hint of 
their families’ fate.

Measure Voted by Senate 
Committee Provides 


U.S. Loans, Credits to 


Private Industry. 


WASHINGTON, April 4 (AP)— 
Long-range housing 
aimed at a goal of 12,500,000 new 
homes in the next 10 years, was 
approved unanimously today by 
the Senate Banking Committee. : 


It provides easier government , 


loans and credits designed to en- 
courage construction by private 
industry and calls for continued 
direct government aid for low- 
rent housing. 

The long-range plan is inde- 
pendent of the emergency legis- 
lation to provide homes for vet- 
erans. 

Chairman Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, announced the committee, 
by a 7 to 4 vote, modified a pro- 
vision demanded by the AFL and 
the CIO. This was a clause re- 
quiring that “the wages or fees 
prevailing in the locality” must 
be paid on any construction done 
with the aid of government loans. 

It was made inapplicable to in- 
dividual FHA-financed homes, but 
was left in so far as public and 
large-scale housing construction is 
concerned. 

Emergency Bill Approved. 

The committee yesterday ap- 
proved the emergency housing bill 
carrying two key  provisions— 
$600,000,000 for building material 
subsidies and price ceilings on ex- 
isting homes. 

Both were rejected by the House 
although President Truman called 
the subsidies the “very heart” of 
a program intended to bring about 
construction of 2,700,000 homes in 
1946 and 1947. 

The Senate committee voted 
without dissent to send the mea- 
sure to the Senate, but only after 
a Republican effort to halve the 
subsidy fund was beaten 12 to 6. 

Senator Capehart (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, who sought to cut the fund, 
said he would renew his effort on 
the Senate floor, probably early 
next week. 

May Be Called Up Monday. 

Democratic Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky told reporters he _ in- 
tended to call the measure up just 
as soon as the pending minimum 
wage bill is out of the way. He 
said he hoped that would be Mon- 
day. 

Capehart lost on two other at- 
tempts to change the emergency 
housing bill. 

An 11-to-7 vote defeated a mo- 
tion to strike out a section per- 
mitting Housing Expediter Wilson 
Wyatt to guarantee a market for 
new types of building materials 
and prefabricated houses. 

A similar vote beat an attempt 
to set June 30, 1947, instead of 
Dec. 31, 1947, as the date when 
ceiling prices on existing homes 
will expire. 

Ceiling Price Provisions. 

The ceiling price would ’be fixed 
by the first sale after passage of 
the act. The property then could 
not be resold for a higher price 
until ceilings were withdrawn. 

Although Capehart’s

writing. I paid my first and only 
call on Foreign Minister von Rib- 
bentrop and begged him to sup- 
port me. He promised to do so. 

“Then I set down a lengthy 
minute and gave it to Hitler. I 
recalled that only a year before 
we had signed a non-aggression 
pact with Russia. But mostly I 
dwelt on the military perils of the 
adventure which I was sure would 
have a fatal outcome. 

“Hitler took the paper and 
promised to study it. As he never 
referred to the matter, I ventured 
a f@w weeks later to remind him 
of it. His answer was curt: 
‘Your military arguments are not 
at all convincing.’ I was deep- 
ly offended and offered my res- 
ignation. The Fuehrer in a rage 
declined to accept it. He asked 
how I dared arrogate to myself 
the right of criticising his de- 
cisions, He never returned the 
memorandum, I supposed it was 
among the documents captured by 
the Allies, but since it has not 
turned up here I can only imagine 
that he burned it.” 

Many conferences between Hit- 
ler and the generals ensued. 
Keitel, limited himself to suggest- 
ing that the Fuehrer should have 
a personal interview with Joseph 
Stalin and that there should be 
an ultimatum or a declaration of 
war to give color to the pretext 
that Germany was waging a pre- 
ventive action. Both counsels 
were swept asidc. 


Once earlier the worm had been 
emboldened to turn, It was on the 
sole occasion when the generals 
were able to beat down the Fueh- 
rer’s will. 


After the conquest of Poland, 
Hitler was aflame to deliver an 
immediate attack in the west. The 
generals, with Keitel among them, 
protested against a winter cam- 
paign with its short days, long 
nights and the effect of cold upon 
motor equipment and fuel, Hitler 
cried out that at any moment the 
French army might attack the 
Ruhr through Belgium, But the 
commanders had their way and 
the attack was postponed till the 
following spring. 

Hitler accused the Wehrmacht 
chieftain of siding with the gen- 
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Alfred Jodl, comforted themselves ' \ 
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with the reflection that Germany 
was too weak in a military sense 
to execute the project. They and 
all the commanders, Keitel said, 
were overjoyed by the Munich 
agreement. They recognized that 
an unexpected solution had been 
found and were thankful. 

Hitler’s prestige with the gen- 
erals soared. They acclaimed him 
as a political genius and admired 
the colossal game of bluff he had 
played in the Rhineland, Austria 
and Czechoslovakia, Until the last 
moment they hoped he would 
have a similar diplomatic success 
in Poland. 

When war came. the generals 
disapproved but carried out their 
orders, Keitel said. 

Reference was made to the 
famous incident in which storm 
troopers dressed in. Polish uni- 
forms attacked a radio station at 
Gleiwitz and thus supplied Hitler 


Wilhelm Canaris, chief of Wehr. 
macht counter intelligence, told 
Keitel that Hitler had ordered 
him to furnish a number of 
Polish uniforms. Both agreed that 
some illegal] action was afoot and 
Keitel declared nothing good 
could come of such enterprises. 
He suggested that Canaris settle 
the matter by telling the Fuehrer 
he had no Polish uniforms, but 
Canaris evidently thought Hitler 
would not believe him.

Plans for a $2,000,000 expansion 
and improvement program for 
Scruggs - Vandervoort- Barney de- 
partment store were announced 
last night by Frank M. Mayfield, 


president, at the firm’s seventh 
annual “Ten-Plus Dinner” honor- 
ing employes with 10 years or 
more of service. The affair was 
held at Hotel Statler. 


The program provides for in- 
stallation of new escalators, high- 
speed elevators, store-wide air con- 
ditioning, and a new telephone 
system; enlargement of the em- 
ployes’ hospital with addec facili- 
ties, development of a new fash- 
ion floor, youth center and home 
furnishing floor, and expansion 
and remodeling of other depart- 
ments. 


The newly announced plans are 
in addition to construction of a 
$1,000,000 branch store at Hanley 
road and Forsythe boulevard in 
Clayton, announced last fall. The 
improvement and expansion pro- 
gram will “go forward as rapidly 
as possible in compliance with 
government building regulations,” 
Mayfield said. 


New Fashion Floor. 

The new fashion floor, to be on 
the third floor, will include pres- 
ent ready-to-wear departments, 
sports wear shop, an enlarged mil- 
linery department and an intimate 
apparel division. Merchandise for 
infants, boys and girls will be 
grouped in a youth center oc-

A 
staff of 43 painters is engaged in 
working on the fences and iron 
work about the park, and white- 
washing underneath the grand- 
stand. New rooms have been built 
for park employes, and iron work- 
ers are replacing many rails on 
the back end of the grandstand.

U.S. Support of United Nations 


Former Minnesota Governor in St. Louis 
Speech Proposes Training School for Dip- 
lomatic Service—Would Make Splitting of 
Atom ‘a Blessing, and Not a Scourge.’

AROLD EDWARD STASSEN, prospective candidate for the 
Republican presidential nomination in 1948, called last night 
for a revision of the State Department, which, “is now set up on 


an isolationist basis,” to permit better representation for this coun- 
try in the foreign courts of the world. 


In a 45-minute address in Kiel 
Auditorium Opera House, under 
the auspices of the St. Louis 
Y.M.C.A, Town Hall forum, the 
former Governor of Minnesota 
advocated the establishment of a 
training school for the diplomat- 
ic corps, in which personnel would 
receive special training to better 
fit them to represent the United 
States “in the intricate, economic, 
social and political” relationships 
with other countries. 

The subject of Stassen’s address 
was “Responsibilities After Vic- 
tory.” He listed them as follows: 

Vigorous and continued sup- 
port for the growth of the 
United Nations. 

Economic co-operation with 
other nations in the wake of 


war. 

Establishment of. a definite 
policy that will make the atomic 
bomb and the “splitting of an 
atom a blessing to the world and 
not a scourge. 

Revision of the State Depart- 
ment, training of young men 
and women for State Depart- 
ment careers, and better repre- 
sentation for the United States 
in the courts of the world. 
 $tassen, who is six feet three 
inches tall and weighs about 195 
pounds, stood easily, resting his 
elbows on the lectern. He said 
he was optimistic about the out- 
come of the Ruassian-Iran dispute 
before the Security Council of the 
United Nations, a dispute which 
reportedly has collapsed, 

Criticises State Department. 


The former Navy captain, wear- 
ing a shiny, gold discharge but- 
ton in the lapel of his chalk- 
striped blue business suit, stressed 
the importance of improving the 
personnel in the State Depart- 
ment. 

“The Army has West Point,” he 
said, “and the Navy has the 
academy at Annapolis—we need an 
academy to train young people 
for careers in the diplomatic 
service.” 

He suggested that a trip to the 
State Department in Washington 
would convince his listeners that 
its operation is “entirely out of 
date,” that its physical setup is 
outmoded. Young men and wom- 
en, many of whom acquired an in- 
terest for foreign affairs while in 
the armed services, he said, would 
be interested in State Department 
careers, and would do a “good 
job” of representing this country 
abroad, 

During the discussion period 
that followed his address, he said, 
in answer to a question, that 
United States diplomacy fell short 
in this country’s dealings with 
Argentina and Spain. 

One of the reasons for the fail- 
ure of the London conference of 
foreign ministers, he said, was 
diplomatic blunders and under- 
staffed conditions in the corps, 
which did not function as it 
should. He said there should be 
a revision of the United States 
foreign policy toward Germany, 
but he did not enlarge upon it. 

Concerning this country’s sup- 
port of the United Nations 
Stassen expressed delight that 
the Security Council had _ig- 
n..ed some comment and had 
accepted jurisdiction in the 
Russian-Iran dispute. His high 
forehead glistened in the spot- 
light as he said, “If the Council 
had side-stepped this issue, all re- 
spect for the court would have 
been dissolved.” 

He reviewed some of the steps 


taken at San Francisco in form- thirty-ninth birthday. 


ing the United Nations charter. 
Stassen was a member of the 
American delegation at the con- 
ference in California, and recalled 
some of the criticism that the 
United Nations wag too: weak to 
to act in a crisis. 

“The United Nations,” he said, 
“represents 90 per cent of the 
resdurees of the world and 80 
per cént of all the people. It is 
not weak if it represents the 
yearning of the people—and that 
it precisely does.” 

In addition to the responsibility 
America has toward economic co- 
operation, Stassen said, other

nations of the world also have 
their responsibilities. 

“We musc show wise leadership 
in economic policies,” he _ said. 
“America cannot maintain itself 
on a long-term basis unless the 
rest of the world is making prog- 
ress in its economic problems. 
American economy is interwoven 
with the economy of people every- 
where.” 

He warned that America’s for- 
eign policy should not be tied to 
that of any other nation. 

In answer to a member of the 
audience, during the discussion 
period, the former Navy captain 
said he did not agree with those 
advocating nationalization or so- 
cialization of industry. He said 
he was in favor of the loan to 
‘Britain, and thought there should 
be a new labor policy in the United 
States. 

For New Labor Policy. 

A new labor policy, he said, “is 
needed quickly. There are too 
many clashes over jurisdictional 
matters between unions. And 
there be more unless the Gov- 
ernment takes steps and works 
out a system of labor courts in 
which such disputes can be set- 
tled.” 

There is a definite need, he as- 
serted, for more responsibility and 

emocracy on the part of union 
leaders toward union members, 

Stassen, who spoke without a 
manuscript, yet did not falter for 
the right word in the right place, 
touched only briefly on the respon- 
sibility of the United States con- 
cerning the atomic bomb. He 
passed over this phase of his ad- 
dress by stating that atomic sci- 
entists apparently are getting the 
answers to atomic energy. 

“Let’s Make Some Changes.” 

What might have been an em- 
barrassing question toaless adept 
speaker was answered successfully 
by Stassen when a member of the 
audience, obviously fishing for a 
statement on the former Gover- 
nor’s 1948 intenfions, asked how 
he expected to put his ideas into 
practice, in view of the present 
conditions of the Republican and 
Democratic parties, 

Smiling broadly, Stassen said, 
“To the veterans and the people 
of America, I gay, let’s get busy 
and make some changes in both 
political parties.” 

Stassen, his thinning light 
brown hair combed neatly, was 
greeted by a burst of applause as 
he walked on the stage of the 
Opera House. He removed his 
wrist watch and held it tightly in

Two Parties 
Join to Form 
Greek Cabinet 


Panayotis Poulitsas 
Premier — Plan 
for Vote on King’s 
Return Dropped. 


ATHENS, April 4 (AP), 


P president of the Supreme 
State Council, was designated 
today as the new Greek prime 
minister after full agreement had 
been reached between Populist 
and National Political Union lead- 
ers, 
The Populist party and Nation- 
alist bloc were the leading ele- 
ments in the March 31 elections. 
The Poullists won about 55 per 
cent of the votes cast. 

A new cabinet will be sworn in 
at 7 o’clock tonight, it was an- 
nounced, Three former premiers, 
George Papandreou, fPanayotis 
Kanellopoulos and Sophocles Veni- 
zelos, will serve as ministers with- 
out portfolios. The announced 
lineup of the remainder of the 
cabinet: 

Constantine Tsaldaris, foreign 
minister and provisionally minis- 
ter of education, hygiene and jus- 
tice. 

Stylianos Gonatas, public works 
and provisionally minister of 
transport and post, 

Stephanos Stephanopoulos, fi- 
mance and provisionally supplies 
and labor. 

John Theotokis, interior and 
provisionally public order, agricul- 
ture and merchant marine. 

Peter Mavroomichalis, war and 
provisionally minister of air and 
marine, 

Constantin Tsaldaris, Populist 
party+leader, said in an interview 
that “after a very long spell, 
Greece is returning to normal po- 
litical life,” but that big problems 
remained ahead. 

Papandreou announced his ac- 
ceptance of a post in the new gov- 
ernment after conferring for an 
hour with the British Ambassador 
to Greece, Sir Clifford Norton, He 
said the question of a plebiscite on 
the return of King George II 
would not be raised without a 
thorough examination from the 
viewpoint of Greek national inter- 
ests alone. 

(Leigh White, Chicago Daily 
News - Post- Dispatch correspond- 
ent, said in an Athens dispatch 
that the Populists or royalists had 
given up their plan of holding an 
immediate plebiscite on the 
King’s return. He wrote that the 
British, far from supporting the 
King, were as instrumental as the 
Greek opposition in prevailing on 
the royalists to forget about try- 
ing to bring him back in the pres-

Full details have yet to be 
worked out, but Secretary of 
State Byrnes was reported by per* 
sons in a position to know to 
have assured influential members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee that a readjustment 
will be made to meet latest po- 
litical developments, 

These persons, who can not be 
named, said Byrnes did not par- 
ticularize, They regarded his ref- 
erence, however, as directed at the 
recent election of Col. Juan D., 
Peron as Argentina’s President, 
despite State Department criti- 
cism of the past performances of 
Peron and his military colleagues, 

Diplomatic officials say some 
business men have been urging a 
review of United States attitude, 
contending they are losing com- 
mercial advantages in Buenos 
Aires because of opposition to cur- 
rent American policy, 

President Truman declined to 
indicate at his press conference 
yesterday whether any “softening” 
in policy toward Argentina is con- 
templated. 

Nevertheless, Argentina’s § ac- 
ceptance of George S. Messer- 
smith as the new United States 
Ambassador was taken as easing 
a little of the strain that has 
characterized relations between 
the two countries for some time. 
The ambassadorial post has been 
vacant since last September. 

(Official Argentine acceptance 
of Messersmith as ambassador 
was announced in Buenos Aires 
last night. The name of Messer- 
smith, now Ambassador to Mexico, 
has not as yet been submitted by 
Truman to the Senate, but it is 
customary to obtain the consent 
of the foreign nation involved be- 
fore officially proceeding with the 
nomination, 

(A United Press dispatch stated 
that Truman was expected to 
nominate William D. Pawley as 
Ambassador to Brazil, filling the 
vacancy left by the resignation 
recently of Adolf A. Berle. Pawley 
now is Ambassador to Peru.) 

(The United Press said it was 
reported that Prentice Cooper, 
former Governor of Tennessee, 
would be appointed Ambassador 
to Peru.) 

In discussing a realignment of 
policy, Byrnes was said to have 
assured the Senators that the Unit- 
ed States would reaffirm its faith 
in the principles of non-interven- 
tion in Argentina’s domestic po-

Assistant Secretary of State 
Spruille Braden was accused of 
“intervention” by Peron partisans. 
The blue book appeared lesx« than 
two weeks before the Argentin- 
eans went to the polls to elect 
Peron president for a _ six-year 
term, 


ZHUKOV REPORTED LEAVING 
_ BERLIN FOR POST IN RUSSIA 


BERLIN, April 4 (AP)—Amer- 
ican authorities have been told 
that Marshal Georgi K. Zhukov 
soon will relinquish his position as 
chief of the Russian zone of oc- 
cupation in Germany, an authori- 
tative source said yesterday. 

The same informant said Gen. 
Vasilly D. Sokolovsky, deputy to 
Zhukov, already has been ap- 
pointed to succeed him. 

It is understood Zhukov will as- 
sume a place in the Soviet Union 
equivalent to deputy minister of 
defense, in addition to his po- 
sition on the Presidium of the Su- 
preme Soviet.

Three-Power 
Guardianship 
Of Iran Urged 
Ex-Finance Chief in 
Proposing Step 


Terms Govern- 
ment Incompetent.

WASHINGTON, April 4 (UP) 

FORMER State Department 
A ctticia today proposed a Unit- 

ed States - Russian - British 
guardianship of Iran for the next 
25 to 50 years on grounds the Iran- 
ians are not “politically capable of 
solving their own problems.” 

Dr. A. C, Millspaugh of the 
Brookings Institution, for seven 
years administrator-general of 
Iranian finances, said Russia 
should withdraw its troops from 
Iran unconditionally in accordance 
with treaty obligations and in the 
interests of international tranquil- 
lity. 

This, however, will not solve the 
Iranian problem, he said, because 
the /Iranian Government is “ine 
capable of doing the things that 
are) necessary if Iran is to estah- 
lish stability at home and come 
mand respect abroad.” 

“What Iran needs for a time is 
more foreign interference, but in- 
terference of a new and construc- 
tive kind,” he said in an interview, 
“Iran cannot escape foreign help 
—or fereign interference—because 
of the weakness of the Iranian 
Government, \discontent and dis 
loyalty and a\lack of leadership, 
organizational — and co-opere 
ativeness. : 

Assails Government, * 

“The governing class is pract 
cally hopeless. The Government 
neither represents nor serves the 
people. It has rarely been weaker 
or more subject to undercover 
manipulation than it fs today, and 
it probably never has been more 
disorganized and incompetent.” 


Millspaugh was a State Depart- 
ment economic adviser from 1918 
to 1922 and served in the Iranian 
finance post from 1922 to 1927 and 
from 1943 to 1945, 

He said Iran needs his proposed 
three-power guardianship “to end 
competitive concession - grabbing, 
to start a healthy political evolu- 


tion, and to build up within Iran 
the conditions necessary to a ris- 
ing standard of living, and to a 
decent, orderly and democratic na- 
tional life.” 

Such a guardianship, he said, 
must not be imposed on Iran, 
Rather, he said, it must be done 
within the framework of the Unit- 
ed Nations Charter and with the 
consent of Iran to avoid any

State of the Army 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am very glad to be able to read 
your excellent and liberal newspaper 
again, but I must go to bat with you 
on your “The State of the Army.” You 
are right, but— 

There are many things seriously wrong 
with the Army. A man cannot ask for 
comfort or safety in the Army. But I 
do believe the average veteran is more 
afraid of the Army than any other fear 
you can conjure up. 

Your editorial plays directly into the 
hands of the “room and board” clique 
of officers who will sacrifice the lib- 
erty and pursuit of happiness, maybe 
life, too, of any man to hold a corps. 
Veteran troopers have been held weeks 
or months beyond their time of dis- 
charge by changing their “spec. num- 
bers,” thus making them essential, 

The Army is a great and apparently 
deliberate maladjuster of men. A man 
may be kept in a job or service he de- 
tests simply because he is serving the 
purely personal interests of the com- 
manding officer. Empire-building is not 
confined to political bureaucracy. 

The virtues of honesty, truthfulness, 
integrity may be old-fashioned, but I 
believe the Army could adopt and use 
them successfully. 

Your editorial takes up the induce- 
ments offered to volunteers by the Army. 
Oh, yeah? The stuff reads good, but 
there are several million refutations 
walking about the nation. As for choos- 
ing your branch of service, theaters, etc., 
I'd place a small bet that if a poll were 
taken, 95 per cent of the veterans be- 
lieve these promises would hold good 
only until the ink dried on their signa- 
tures, if that long. 

True, the Army is rigidly honest in 
finances. But a type of security is all 
it has to offer—a poor barter for self- 
respect. 

In self-defense, I inject the personal 
angle that I have had no trouble in the 
Army and received a rating of excellent 
throughout.

Mr. Snyder’s Rosy Picture 


Mr. Truman, in his statement on John Snydef’s 
optimistic report on the economic state of the 
union, said it should be required reading for 
everyone. He added that especially it should 
be studied by every skeptic who thinks that 
the country is in bad shape. 

There were skeptics at his press conference 
yesterday who wanted to know when they could 
buy a shirt, a pair of rayon stockings or a two- 
pants suit. They might also have asked when 
new houses are to be available, when new cars 
are coming on the market and a lot of similar 
questions. 

The answers are not forthcoming and the 
conclusion seems to be that, while Mr. Snyder 
can say that unemployment is far Jess than an- 
ticipated and factory production is booming, 
the whole process of reconversion is a mystery 
that eludes high officials in Washington as it 
baffles the man on the street. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Truman, who says he read the 
56-page Snyder report twice in an hour—a truly 
prodigious feat—admits that a prolonged coal 
strike would knock out the Snyder predictions 
of prosperity. 

What kind of economic wonderland are we 
living in? Where is the money coming from that 
is being spent on luxury articles, liquor, amuse- 
ments, bidding for the depleted stocks of our 
stores and in high prices for homes? 

If total civilian production now stands at the 
highest level ever reached, how long is it going 
to take for the products to reach the market? 
Surely, unless they appear soon, inflationary 
pressures will become impossible to resist 
further. 

It may be the country is so conditioned to bad 
news that it needlessly questions the rosy pic- 
ture Mr. Snyder has painted. It may be, by 
the grace of John L. Lewis and use of a little 
patience, we will have concrete evidence that 
it is all not a mirage. 

It may even be that, if Congress graciously 
yields to public interest instead of to the real 
estate lobby, a start will be made to solve the 


country’s most pressing domestic need—new 


housing. But only a start, as Wilson Wyatt's 
program, admirable as it is, is not nearly big 
enough to supply the demand for houses. 

However, Mr. Truman himself seems a bit con- 
fused. On the one hand, he says we are over 
the hump of reconversion, which, incidentally, 
is to encourage the foes of continued controls. 
On the other, he warns against complacency and 
adds: “Our progress to date will be completely 
nullified if we do not have an early extension 
of our price control and stabilization laws... .” 

The skeptics read the figures, but they want 
to see the goods, and no one will be happier than 
they to find that John Snyder's forecast was 
happily and everlastingly correct.

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Kaufmann’s Bold Action 


Surely Mayor Kaufmann has done a refresh- 
ing thing in his order to reassess 35 vacant resi- 
dential properties at prices currently asked for 
them. For here is a bold action that attacks two 
evils at one stroke. 

It is reasonable to throw any possible curb on 
an extortion which seeks to wring the last drop 
from the dire need of homeless citizens. More- 
over, the city urgently needs more revenue, and 
it is entirely orthodox to tax in accordance with 
owners’ own estimates of market prices. The 
unit costs of city government have risen with 
the prices of real estate. It would be sheer folly, 
therefore, if the city did not demand its share 
of inflated realty prices. 

Let us hope, however, that the Mayor will not 
stop with 35 parcels, which are only small drops 
in a big bucket. If reassessment is reasonable 
for vacant property, it is reasonable for every 
occupied building offered for sale above its 
assessed value. If the Mayor will broaden his 
net to that extent, he can greatly moderate the 
city’s fiscal situation. 

Let us hope further that this order begins a 
turn away from an old policy of excessive ten- 
derness to real property speculative interests. 
For if that turn is strong enough, the city can 
today find needed revenue and throw some re- 
straint on an unwholesome boom, and in the 
tomorrows reverse and rebuild on its genera- 
tions-old decay. 

When it is possible to resume slum clearance, 
for example, the city could use the power to 
tax and to seize property for delinquent taxes 
as a means of deflating the ridiculously high 
holding prices'for close-in tumbledown areas. 
To that same end, the city’s police power could 
sentence the thousands of substandard dwellings 
to be either adequately cleaned up and improved 
or demolished. 

If only the city will.resolutely employ the 
well-recognized charter powers it has to such 
ends, St. Louis can rise to an unparalleled phys- 
ical beauty and decency and prosperity. 
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First Things First 

It would be easy to add more details to the 
indictment against the Army in our letter col- 
umn today. This newspaper, in fact, has already 
set forth some of them, We do wonder, though, 
whether the writer and others who speak and 
write in similar vein know they are putting 
second things first. The issue, it seems to us, 
is this: 

The Japs took advantage of our military weak- 
ness at Pearl Harbor. They would not have 
dared attack if our forces had been strong and 
alert. Nor, it may be conjectured, would the 
Nazis have, dared start the war in Europe if we 
had possessed a large military power a few years 
earlier. Secretary Byrnes is right: “Weakness 
invites aggression.” 

The United States. wants war with no nation. 
However, the United States has unfinished mili- 
tary business in Germany and Japan. American 
demobilization has already been so precipitate 
that acquisitive nations are moving in behind 
to satisfy their imperial ambitions. With the 
decline in military power, our chance to help 
establish a peaceful and orderly world slips fast 
away with it. 

Putting first things first, we need first and 
right now an Army big enough to discharge our 
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responsibilities. Then, with an enthusiasm which 
this newspaper will whole-heartedly support, the 
more protracted task of reforming the internal 
working of the Army and Navy can get on. In 
the present state of events, any other order of 
priority is ruinous nonsense. 
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Good News From Congregs 
The hopes of effective continued price control 
and of an effective emergency housing program 
looked up in Congress yesterday. 
So far, the House Banking Committee is re- 
jecting the crippling amendments which some 


‘members want in the Price Control Act. It 


weakened the present law in only one particular 
yesterday. The maximum average price rule, 
which sought to make apparel manufacturers 
produce their low-price lines in somewhere near 
prewar proportions to their higher-price ones, 
is out. This rule, however, has not worked very 
well, and Congress is probably justified in abol- 
ishing it. 

The committee also accepted the Brown 
amendment, which seems to intend a full-year 
extension of OPA. That is reasonable—the 
more so since special provision is made to take 
up any prices which need controls after another 
year. There is also nothing unreasonable in or- 
dering the President to abandon individual price 
controls when he finds that supply has caught 
up with demand. The provision, however, is 
redundant, since the Administration is firmly 
committed to that proposition in any event. 

The Senate Banking Committee approved the 
important production-incentive subsidy feature 
of the Wyatt housing program. Without it, the 
required number of homes to meet the emer- 
gency could not possibly be built, since the al- 
ternative course of sharply increased materials 
prices would price the finished houses out of 
reach of those. who need them. It also approved 
the Patman formula to establish price ceilings 
on old houses, a measure to prevent continued 
runaway speculation and moderate the threat 
that inflated old houses constitute to the new- 
house program. 

Now may there be more of the same spirit 
until both measures are secured in the law. 
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Victory for UN 


Russia's unconditional agreement to remove 
troops from Iran settles one important phase of 
the hot controversy over the oil-rich little coun- 
try. é 
The agreement satisfies Iran. It does not ab- 
solve Russia, however, of its outright treaty vio- 
lation in failing to remove its troops by March 2 
—the stipulated date. 

Even so, the settlement is a victory for the 
UN, It means that smal] and defenseless na- 
tions can bring their grievances before UN, de- 
spite the objection of a major power. 

If this victory appears to some to be unim- 
pressive, suppose the situation were reversed. 
Suppose Iran's demand to be heard had been 
rejected by the UN, at Russian insistence. 

In that case, the prestige of the UN would 
have suffered a damaging, perhaps a fatal blow. 
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That Driver’s License 

Maybe the 1943 law making all the 1,250,000 
Missouri drivers’ permits expire simultaneously 
was ill-advised. Even with an augmented cler- 
ical staff, it is estimated the issue of renewal 
permits cannot be completed in less than four 
to six months after July 1. A more important 
question, however, is whether there is any sense 
in issuing permits at all on the present terms. 

There would be sense if the applicant had, 
even if only with his first application, to prove 
himself competent to operate motor vehicles on 
the public highway. Some states have stringent 
eligibility provisions. But Missouri has none ex- 
cept minimum age. 

There would be a sort of sense if the licenses 
were priced to provide revenue in significant 
amounts. Even that would be a dubious form 
of taxation, however. And, in any event, they 
are priced at only 25 cents for two years, so 
they obviously produce little revenue. In fact, 
it is extremely doubtful that they bring in 
enough to meet the expenses of administration. 
True, they make work for a small army of clerks. 
But relief by make-work is not needed today, 
and if it ever is needed, it should take no high 
order of legislative ingenuity to make more use- 
ful work. 

In these circumstances, the Missouri driver’s 
permit should either be converted to a real cer- 
tificate of competence or abolished outright. 
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Poor Substitute for Mail 

Thousands of lonely, news-starved GIs of 
Tokyo have now received 17,000 pounds of base- 
balls, 14,000 pounds of volley balls and almost 
no mail on a ship they had awaited for six weeks. 
Now, baseball is undoubtedly a good game in its 
place, and volley ball may be a useful diversion 
when one is in the mood for it. But no one 
would blame those service men if they swore off 


both games for life. 
Caste Above Cruelty 

Gen. Eisenhower's order for an investigation 
of the Lichfield detention camp case should 
correct a double injustice. The court-martial 
in London has revealed the injustice of military 
caste surmounting the injustice of cruelty, 

When an enlisted guard at the camp was tried 
for barbarous treatment of prisoners, the testi- 
mony implicated his superior officers. One wit- 
ness even quoted a General as advising the 
guards to “get tough.” Yet the camp officers 
were not even accused of anything for a month 
later, and the commander meantime was recom- 
mended for promotion. These events are said 
to have caused the prosecutor to resign in pro- 
test, and they certainly aroused the American 
press. 

Gen. Eisenhower lived up to the expectation 
of every soldier by stepping into this mess to 
order an inquiry. But correction of injustice 
should be a routine affair at any level of com- 
mand, and this investigation was overdue a 
month ago. Our civilian soldiers will find little 
comfort in redress imposed only by a resigna- 
tion and strong public protest.

‘The Failure of Moral Suasion 


The Mirrer 


Public Opinion 


—_ Author relates how America armed “only with vocal cords and 
typewriter” failed.to preserve peace in past decade; moralist ap- 
of peals were no defense against aggressors; Washington's earnest pleas 
to Axis were reduced to wishful thinking as war enveloped world. 


From the Book, “A Preface to Peace,” by Harold Callender,

Our policy of refusing to recognize the 
territorial gains of aggression was nothing 
more than an effort of moral suasion di- 
rected at governments which had not been 
notoriously sensitive to moral influences. 
Our government was authorized to seek to 
preserve peace only with its vocal cords 
and its typewriter. 


It was hardly the most dignified position 
for a great power, and our official advances 
in the realm of moral suasion brought snub 
after snub from menacing powers like Ger- 
many and Japan and even from a second- 
rate power like Fascist Italy. But the au- 
thors of our negative policy apparently did 
not mind this humiliation of the United 
States so long as we made it quite clear 
we should not lift a finger against aggres- 
sion until it should have crossed the Atlan- 
tic or the Pacific. 


Futility Reinforcing Futility 


Our non-recognition weapon was used 
against Japan when she invaded Manchu- 
ria, and the whole moral force—such as it 
was—of the League of Nations was brought 
to bear in the same way. The League too 
was highly productive of moral suasion un- 
contaminated by vulgar intimations of vio- 
lence. If one futile bit of moral suasion 
can reinforce another, we reinforced the 
League, and Japan reinforced her position 
in Manchuria. 

A significant example of moral suasion 
was President Roosevelt's statement to Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, president of the Reichs- 
bank, on May 6, 1933, that the United States 
would insist that Germany should not re- 
arm while we made every effort to bring 
the armament of other countries down to 
the German level. He asked Dr. Schacht 
to make this clear to Hitler. 


Note the implications of the President’s 
words, in the light of what we know, and 
what Hitler knew, our policy then to be. 
We were going to insist—by moral suasion 


‘—-that Germany should not rearm. Mean- 


while we would make every effort-— by 
moral] guasion—to get France to cut down 
her army to the 100,000 troops that Ger- 
many was then permitted by the Peace 
Treaty to have, 


We Express Determination 


When Japan, doubtless by a heroic ef- 
fort, resisted our moral gsuasion and at- 
tacked China in 1937, we offered to both 
countries our good offices “towards com- 
posing the matters of controversy”’—those 
“matters” being an assault upon China by 
Japan. We even sent Mr. Norman H. Davis 
to Brussels, where he was instructed to tell 
the 18 nations gathered there for similar 
good offices that “public opinion in the 
United States has expressed its emphatic 
determination” to keep out of war, 

With that major premise, Mr. Davis was 
supposed to do something or other to get 
the Japs to take a similar view and let 
China alone. The conference “reaffirmed” 
the Nine-Power Treaty that Japan had 
broken. It “urged that hostilities be sus- 
pended.” Mr. Davis solemnly informed the 
State Department that Japan was “un- 
willing to resort to methods of concilia- 
tion.” Was there nobody in high quarters 
to ask: Why should she? 

This magnificent display of moral suasion 
by 18 nations acting as a single morally im- 
pressive bloc was followed in 18 days 
by the sinking of the American gunboat 
Panay by Japanese aircraft, 


Meanwhile moral suasion was at work in 
Europe. It had no time to do anything for 
Austria, for Hitler seized that country too 
quickly. But during the succeeding months, 
when what the diplomats call “increasing 
tension” was threatening what President 
Roosevelt called “the fabric of peace,” 


. moral suasion was up and doing. 


Hitler felt the full force of it in Septem- 
ber when the President in two messages 
insisted upon a “fair and constructive so- 
lution” of Hitler’s desire to swallow up 
Czechoslovakia in order to dominate East- 
ern Europe. The “solution” solemnly signed 
at Munich was that Hitler got all the forti- 
fications which protected Czechoslovakia 
so that he could take the rest at will, which 
he did five months later. 


Undaunted, the President tried moral 
suasion again when in April, 1939, he asked 
Hitler and Mussolini not to attack anybody 
and gave a list of nations they ought not 
to attack. He reinforced his plea by the 
promise that, if the dictators behaved, the 
United States would “take part” in discus- 
sions of armaments and trade “in peaceful 
surroundings.” 


An Invitation to Humiliation 


But moral suasion insisted upon one 
more defeat, the most humiliating of all, 
It came when the President tried to per- 
suade Mussolini not to attack France in 
1940. The President spoke to Mussolini of 
the “historic and traditional interests of 
the United States in the Mediterranean”— 
interests which he was not authorized to 
protect—and he warned that if Italy went 
to war, the result would be to increase the 
American rearmament program and Amer- 
ican efforts to supply the Allies with war 
materials, 


Mussolini replied through his Foreign 
Minister that our aid to the Allies was of 
no concern to him and that “any attempt 
to prevent Italy from fulfilling her engage- 
ments is not well regarded.” Thus snub- 
bing the President of the United States, 
Mussolini gayly and heroically pounced up- 
on prostrate France, 


The French Prime Minister, M. Paul Rey- 
naud, was meanwhile sending frantic mes- 
sages to the President urging him to save 
France. Mr, Roosevelt said the United 
States Government was doing all in its pow- 
er to supply the Allies “because of our 
faith in and our support of the ideals for 
which the Allies are fighting.” 

The President could not, reach out a 
hand, or even throw out a life belt, to save 
France. Towards drowning France we were 
neutral by Act of Congress. All the Presi- 
dent could do, as France went under, was 
to assure her that we shared her ideals. 
If that assurance carried any conviction in 
the circumstances, it was the highest pos- 
sible tribute to the power of moral suasion.

Story of a Young Artist 
And Her Distant Travels 


“A Wall to Paint On,” by Ione Robinson. (z. P, 

Dutton & Co., N. Y.) 

This book is the intimate narrative of 
an American girl from the time she left 
her California home in 1927, at the age of 
16, until the war drove her from France 
in September, 1939. Much of her travel iz 
those dozen years resulted from her desire 
to learn all she could about painting, es 
pecially mural work; but at times art re- 
cedes into the background or even drops 
out of sight. One need know nothing at 
all about art, in fact, to find this book 
very interesting. 

Ione Robinson is hardly an tvory-towes 
artist, immune from hard knocks and ob 
livious to the world of events, She has had 
her share of personal tragedy. Perhaps she 
(or the publisher) has been a little less 
than tactful in committing to print the de- 
tails of her two unsuccessful marriages; 
yet her report sounds honest and fair. It is 
clear, also, that subsequent rationalizing 
has not distorted events, for the book is 
made up of actual letters written to mem- 
bers of her family.

It is almost incredible that an unknown 
girl of 16 could arrive in New York and 
in a year save $1000 for a trip to France 
But she did. It is even harder to believe 
that within that year the girl should be 
come acquainted with Rockwell Kent, Paul 
Frankl, Max Eastman, Rex Stout, Carle 
Tresca, Paul Robeson, John Dewey, Frank 
Lloyd Wright and Edna 8t, Vincent Millay. 
It seems to be her natural gift to know 
significant people. She is singularly wun- 
affected in her account of the various 
prominent figures who become more bu- 
man than we might have supposed. 

The episodes in Mexico are an addition 
to our knowledge of that country. The 
author’s sympathy for the common people, 
roused first by the wretched conditions of 
Mexican peasants, reached its highest pitch 
when she went to Spain during the Spanish 
Civil War. She lived among the poorest 
refugees in Barcelona and aided soldiers 
on leave, Later, through influential friends, . 
she was able to do a little for the Loyalist 
troops interned in French concentration 
camps. What she has to say about Spain's 
tragedy is well worth reading and pon- 
dering.

gether in a complex organization that has the possibility of 


permanent growth for world order, 


The frail plant is beginning to 
put out tendrils for support. It 
is not merely through such public 
debates as the one now going on 
within the Security Council that 
the UN can solidify and grow. 

The United Nations information 
office in New York put out a 
catalogue the other day listing 
the organizations that link the 51 
nations. The catalogue contains 
the names of 85 commissions and 
committees, all except two of them 
already in being. 


A New Window. 


Some, of course, existed solely 
to help prosecute the war. Some 
have only limited application be- 
tween countries having special 
needs. But others which served a 
purpose in wartime are now 
evolving into peacetime organiza- 
tions. 

The breadth and scope of this 
development, even though most 
of it still exists on paper, opens a 
window on the new world. The 
possibilities it opens up are 
infinite. 

Some of the new branches of 
UN have the whole field of 
man’s expanding knowledge as 
their province. The United Na- 
tions educational and scientific 
organization is to be a vast clear- 
ing house for the world’s culture, 
with headquarters in Paris. 

Other prganizations are dedicat- 
ed to the elementary kind of 
order-keeping that makes civiliza- 
tion possible. Thus, the United 
Nations Standards Co-ordinating 
Committee was set up with both 
a war and a postwar function. 


Conspicuously Absent. 


In most of these newly formed 
branches of UN, the Russians 
are conspicuous by their absence. 
Often the catalogue lists the 
U.S.S.R. as an “observer.” Under 
the membership roster of several 
* of the commissions in the wistful 
notation, “a vacancy has beep re- 
served for the U.S.8.R.” 

Everything the U.S.5.R. does or 
does not do has meaning in these 

critical times. And that goes for 
“this reluctance to get into the 
functional effort of the new world 
organization, 

The way Russia behaved to- 
ward the new food and agricul- 
ture organizagion. which has just 
now been assigned such an im- 
portant role in battling starva- 
tion, is fairly typical. Representa- 
tives of more than 30 nations gath- 
ered in Quebec last fall to approve 
the constitution of this new off- 


shoot of UN. Its stated aims 
are: 
and standards of living: to im- 
prove the efficiency of the‘ pro- 
duction and distribution of all 
food and agricultural products; 
to better the condition of rural 
populations and to contribute to- 
wards an expanding world econ- 
omy.” 

Not only the U.S.S.R. but two 
Soviet Republics, White Russia 
and the Ukraine, had observers 


at the Quebec meeting. The So- 
viet observers seemed interested 
in the discussion of world food 
problems that went on. Some of 
the delegates were hopeful they 
might join up before the confer- 
ence ended. But no sign came 
from the impassive observers. 


Similarly, the U.S.8S.R. had an 
observer at the founding meet- 
ing of the educational and sci- 
entific organization. But in the 
showdown, Russia stayed out. 


The Case of Tangier. 


Occasionally, the result is to put 
the Russians in a curious cate- 
gory. The U.S.S.R., a great power, 
is left on the outsic’: looking in, 
along with Ethiopia, Paraguay 
and other timid or doubtful coun- 
tries, 

At other times, Russia has 
come in without any hesitation. 
The committee of control at Tan- 
gier is an example. Somewhat 
to the surprise of the delegates 
meeting on the Tangier problem 
last summer, the U.S.S.R. asked to 
be represented. The representa- 
tive from Moscow co-operated 
readily. With little difficulty, an 
agreement was reached to restore 
the international regime at Tan- 
gier under the joint sponsorship 
of nine nations. 

If there is any pattern here, it 
would seem to be the pattern of 
self-interest. Russia has a direct 
self-interest in UNRRA—and the 
U.S.S.R. is a participating mem- 
ber of UNRRA. It is hard to see 
any other pattern in the picking 
and choosing that the U.S.S.R. has 
done. 

The U.S.S.R. has an immediate 
interest in the Security Council, 
if only to proiect her own posi- 
tion before the world. Thet is 
why it has always seemed highly 
improbable that Russia would 
really pull out. There is even 
the hope that, when the U.S.S.R. 
finally gets used to the idea of co- 
operation, the Russians will trade 
limited membership for full par- 
ticipation.

REPORT ON CITY RANK 
IN PAYING. TEACHER 


Only 3 of 42 With Population 
of 200,000 Show Larger 
High Schoo] Salaries. 


Only three cities out of 42 hav- 
‘ing a population of 200,000 or 
more pay higher maximum asal- 
aries to their high school teachers 
than St. Louis, William Kottmeyer, 
assistant director of edfication in 
charge of research, told the in- 
struction committee of the Board 
of Education last night. 

Kottmeyer’s survey was made 
at the request of the committee 
for its guidance in passing on re- 
quests for wage increases made 
by teachers here. The report was 
referred to the instruction depart- 
ment for further study and recom- 
mendations. 

Worst showing made by this city 
was in beginning salaries paid 
elementary school principals in 
which it ranked  thirty-eighth. 
However it was only ninth in the 
payment of maximum salaries to 
these principals. The city was 
outranked by 19 other cities in 
the beginning salaries paid to 
high school teachers.

Two groups of teachers have 
‘made requests for annual wage 
increases of $500 based on the in- 
crease of the cost of living during 
the war years. Kottmeyer’s study 
also showed that the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ index of the cost 
of goods purchased by wage earn- 
ers has increased from 100 during 
the 1935 to 1939 period to 128.6 in 
January, 1946. 

Board members expressed the 
opinion that an increase could be 
granted at this time only from an 
increase in state aid, now about 
15 per cent of total expenditures, 
or from an increase in school tax 
rates. A committee of the board 
is engaged at present on a study 
of new sources of revenue.

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JOBLESS BENEFIT 
ULAIMS ARE flat 
AMONG VETERANS 


Report Shows Nearly 50 
Per Cent of Claimants 
First Week of March 


Ex-Service Men. 


Reflecting the increasing seri- 
ousness of the problem of unem- 
ployed war veterans, the Federal 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis report- 
ed today in its monthly review 
that nearly. 50 per cent of all un- 
employment compensation claim- 
ants in St. Louis in the first week 
of March were veterans, as com- 
pared with 30 per cent in the first 
week of January. 

Claims by non-veterans in- 
creased only 15 per cent from 
January to March while claims by 
veterans more than doubled, the 
report said, It was estimated that 
25 per cent of the veterans who 
have returned to St. Louis since 
V-J Day last August are current- 
ly unemployed, 50 per cent are 
employed, 10 per cent are in 
school and 15 per cent have not 
yet entered the labor force. 

The report stated that “some of 
the haze of uncertainty over the 
industrial scene” has been dissi- 
pated by the announced of a 
“more or less formalized govern- 
ment wage-price program.” How- 
since full-scale production 
cannot be achieved at once, heavy 
pressure on prices probably will 
continue and perhaps increase, it 
said. 

Newly returned veterans have 
continued to swell the labor force, 
and with the number of new job 
openings showing no appreciable 
rise, unemployment has increased, 
- the report continued. This has 
caused the labor market to ease 
. considerably and it was predicted 
that as increasing numbers of per- 
gons approach the end of the un- 
employment compensation benefit 
period, they will become more re- 
signed to lower-paying jobs. 

Over-ali industrial activity moved 
upward in February and early 
March with consumption of indus- 
trial electric power in St. Louis in 
February 14 per cent more than in 
January. 

Current construction for resi- 
dential purposes remains far be- 
low the volume necessary to alle- 
viate the housing shortage, the re- 
port said. Much of the gain over 
a year ago in current building 
permit figures can not be at- 
tributed to increased residential 
construction but reflects greatly 
increased building costs, it added. 

The report said that lumber for 
building continues critically short 
and that substantially increased 
supplies of it, as well as greatly 
expanded production of brick, 
pipe, gypsum board, lath, plywood, 
and plumbing and electrical equip- 
ment, will have to be achieved if 
the government’s housing goals 
are to be met.

which convicted the Rev. Arthur 
W. Terminiello, suspended Roman 


Catholic priest of Alabama, of dis- 
orderly conduct in connection with 
a speech at a meeting conducted 
by Gerald L. K. Smith on Feb. 7. 

Counsel for Father Terminiello, 
who was charged with “creating a 
diversion tending to a breach of 
peace” during the rally, moved for 
a new trial and said that because 
issues of civil liberty are involved, 
he will appeal directly to the 
United States Supreme Court if 
his motion is denied at a hearing 
next Monday. 

The issue of free speech was de- 
bated by opposing attorneys in 
closing arguments, Judge John V. 
McCormick instructed the jury 
that the first and fourteenth 
amendments of the Federal Con- 
stitution grant “full freedom in ex- 
pressing all ideas on matters of 
public concern but they do not 
permit a person to say whatever | % 
he pleases in whatever circum- 
stanées.” 

“Insulting words, epithets and 
personal abuses, if the words are 
not part of the exposition of ideas, 
when uttered at a public meeting 
of people, may constitute an im-, 
proper diversion tending to a 
breach of the peace.” 

Smith, head of the America First 
party, and Fred Kister, Chicago 
writer, were other speakers at the 
rally, which was marked by dem- 
onstrations by pickets and others 
outside the hall. They are await- 
ing separate trials on disorderly 
conduct charges.

When he runs away in the coun- 
try to go a-hunting, and leaves 
me calling him for hours with no 
response, I feel like spanking him, 
but I never quite have the heart 
to do it when he returns. He en- 
ters with a sheepish expression of 
knowing he has misbehaved, or 
with an expression of triumph if 
he has run his prey to earth, and 
I find myself so glad to see him 
that he gets a pat instead of a 
spank!

THIS COMING WEEK also has 
been designated for the first time 
for national observance in thou- 
sands of communities where 
people are blessed by having a 
public health nurse, It is really 
a campaign to encourage us to 
learn more about the _ public 
health nurse and her work. Gov- 
ernors and mayors in all sections 
of the country are issuing mes- 
sages and proclamations, and 
President Truman has made a 
public statement to awaken the 
interest of communities in the 
value of the service which these 
nurses render. 

I see by the papers that Sena- 
tor Robert Taft and Senator 
James Murray, in a committee 
meeting, had a slight difference 
of opinion as to whether the new 
national health bill was socialis- 
tic. It seems to me that Senator 
Taft might remember that the 
postal service is one of the most 
socialistic things we have in this 
country, and yet I hardly think 


he wants to do away with that. 

Labeling something 
may, from his point of view, be 
detrimental to the endeavor, but 
my experience is that, when 
people really want something, the 
label you put on it makes very 
little difference. And there ig no 
doubt in my mind that the people 
want, in the words of President 
Truman, “health security for all, 
regardless of residence, station or 
race—everywhere in the United 
States.” This means not only more 
medical facilities but more doc- 
tors, scientists, dentists, nurses 
and other specialists. 

* * * 

TO HAVE an adequate public- 
health nursing service for all who 
need it would require a force of 
65,000 nurses. This would mean 
the addition of two new nurses 
to every one on duty in local, 
state and federal agencies. 

Nurses are now being demobil- 
ized from the armed services and 
they will be available in constantly 
increasing numbers, The shortage 
has been great during the war, 
yet many nurses are apprehen- 
sive lest, with the return of those 
from overseas, there will again 
be a lack of work for them.

OTH children and adults love 
B surprises in food. But for the 

best psychological effect, the 
discovery must be really a good 
one. And the cache should not 
be too near the surface because 
a little pursuit makes the finder 
happier with the possession, The 
recipe given below shows you 
how to hide big juicy shrimp right 
in the heart of fluffy stuffed 
baked potatoes that is seasoned 
and colored up interestingly. 
There is an advantage in trans- 
forming the regular baked pota- 
toes into stuffed ones, because the 
centers can scooped out, 
mashed, seasoned and returned to 
the shells to keep warm and all 
ready to brown to an appetizing 
brown and be piping hot and 
fluffy the instant they are ready 
to be served. Whereas the regu- 
lar baked potatoes have to be 
served the instant almost that 
they are done or they will become 
shriveled and soggy. 

Skins on the hot potatoes are 
sufficiently crisp to be just as 
pleasing to eat as the insides and 
just as valuable because a good 
percentage of the minerals le so 
close to the skin that they are 
not removed when the potato is 
scooped out to* be mashed. Be 
sure to choose the western bak- 
ing type of potato. One cannot 
bake a boiling potato with any 
success. An eight to 10 ounce 
potato is an ideal size for ado- 
lescents or adults. For smaller 
children a half potato will make 
an adequate portion. To obtain 
the most tempting uniform toast- 
ing of the filled potato, there is 
nothing like a very hot oven to do 
the work uniformly. They may 
be put under the broiler, but the 
trouble is the high peaks in the 
fluffed potato, are sure to burn 
before enough area of the potato 
takes on the preferred color, 

Potato Shrimp Surprise 

One lb. fresh shrimp, one table- 
spoon chopped onion, one-fourth 
cup celery, one-fourth cup butter 
or margarine, two _ tablespoons 
flour, one cup milk, two eggs, well 
beaten, four large Idaho potatoes, 
(2% lbs.) baked, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, pepper, two tablespoons 
chopped parsley. 

Simmer shrimp 8 minutes in 
salted water just to cover. Drain 
and measure liquid, There should 
be one-half cup. If there is more 
than this, cook rapidly to reduce 
quantity. Saute onion and cel- 
ery in the three tablespoons butter 
in a saucepan for five minutes. 
Blend in the flour. Gradually add 
one-fourth cup of the milk and 
the liquid from the shrimp, stir- 
ring constantly until mixture boils 
and thickens. Stir hot mixture 
into eggs, return.to sauce pan and 
cook over very low heat for two 
minutes. Add shrimp and heat 
thoroughly. Season if necessary. 
Cut a very thin slice from the 
top of each potato, scroop out 
center into a bowl. Reserve shell. 
Gradually add the hot milk; add 
seasonings,. parsley, and remain- 
ing butter, stirring constantly over 
very low heat. Spoon shrimp mix- 
ture into potato shells. Heap high 
with potato mixture. Place under 
broiler heat for 2 or 3 minutes 
until tops of potatoes are well 
browned. Four servings,

One Book With All the Answers 


Encyclopedia Britannica,

CHICAGO, April 4. 


NLY twice within the memory 
QO of the oldest living member of 

the editorial staff of the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica have sub- 
scribers to the  178-year-old, 
38,000,000-word compilation of the 
lore “of the centuries posed ques- 
tions that left the experts with- 
out answer. 


After the first world war, one 
woman wrote in to ask what good 
the Encyclopedia Britannica was 
if it didn’t contain such rudimen- 
tary information as the name of 
the Unknown Soldier. The other 
day another woman wanted to 
know “exactly what the furniture 
in Heaven looks like,” where in 
the Encyclopedia she could find 
a “detailed description,” and 
wound up complaining bitterly 
that the three paragraphs on 
Paradise sandwiched in between 
Parachutes and Paraffin were 
woefully incomplete. 

The once-dodderingly pedantic 
“E.B.”"—as most of its 1400 em- 
ployes now affectionately call the 
Britannica — welcomes such criti- 
cism. The “E.B.” is always glad 
to discover that it is being leaned 
upon by other than pedagogues 
and would be tickled to death if 
the general public would consider 
their salesmen as sort of “Fuller- 
Brushmen-to - the - Average - Intel- 
lect” rather than purveyors of dull 
tomes packed with erudition pre- 
sented in such lofty style as can 
be appreciated only by third-story 
intellects. 


Occupying two floors of colorful 
and modernistic offices—the color 
scheme is warm rose and green, 
the furniture Swedish modern— 
here in Chicago's Insull-built Civic 
Opera building, the Britannica 
people are doing pretty well in 
their campaign to convince the 
public that the ‘“‘good old E.B. is 
meant for the masses,” that it’s a 
useful thing to have around 
whether you're interested in 
Homer, hot dogs, plumbing or the 
pyramids of Gizeh, Last year 82 
per cent of its sales were made to 
families with incomes below $5000 
and 75 per cent of the sets were 
sold on the installment plan. 

Now the E.B. boys would like 
to do as well in the matter of 
living down the widespread mis- 
conce..‘ion that the Britannica is 
an English publication, as British 
as tea or treacle. 


Actually the Britannica is not 


English and never has been. It- 


got its start in i768 under the 
guilding hands of a printer named 
Colin Macfarquhar, who was once 
fined $6000 for pirating an edition 
of Lord Chesterfield’s Letters to 
His Son; an Edinburgh engraver of 
dog collars named Andrew Bell; 
and one William Smellie, who ac- 
cording to Bobby Burns, Was ac- 
customed to go four days without 
shaving. These men formed a 
society to “bring information to 
the 14,000,000 English speaking 
people of the world,” and since 
that time, when the first edition 
of thé Encyclopedia Britainnica 
was completed in 1771, no new edi- 
tion hag ever been published by an 
English firm or presided over by 
an English editor. The E.B.’s pub- 
lishers have all been Scots or 
Americans, and its editors Scotch, 
Irish or American. 


American owned since 1902, it 
was bought in 1920 by Sears, Roe- 
buck & Company who attempted 
to peddle it by catalog to Ameri- 
cans buying long underwear, lino- 
leum and musical instruments by 
mail. In spite of the fact that 
Sears needled the doddering Bri- 
tannica with financial injections 
amounting to several millions, the 
aging publication did not enter its 
second childhood—more lusty than 
the first—until it was taken over 
by E. Harrison Powell, then secre- 
tary and treasurer o2 Sears. 


Powell, native of Upper San-

dusky, Ohio, who can read a 
classic with the best of them but 
still remembers with affection 
that his boyhood reading diet was 
confined to such fare as Diamond 
Dick and the Libertv Boys of ’76, 
knew what he was about. He 
made two big changes. He started 
direct instead of mail order gales 
for the E.B. And he abandoned 
the plan of bringing out a new 
set of the Britannica ever so 
many years and substituted in- 
stead a plan for revised printing 
every year. Under this continuous 
plan, the 1946 Britannica has ap- 
proximately 8,000 revised or re- 
written pages. 

Three years ago Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. presented the Encyclopedia 
Britannica to the University of 
Chicago, Healthier than it has 
ever been in its 178year lifetime, 
the E.B. today under President 
Powell has more irons in the fire 
than a Russian politician, Besides 
the 161 miles of words between 
the E.B. covers, its publishers put 
out the Britannica Junior, the 
Year Book, the Five-Year Omni- 
bus Year Book and the Atlas, 
Well under way is the new Britan- 
nica enterprise of, putting out a 
60-volume series of “Great Books.” 
“Great Books,” proposed by Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins, chancellor of the 
University of Chicago, as a basic 
curriculum for American Schools 
will offer such titles as ‘Treatise 
on Conic Sections” by Apollonius 
Pergaeus, “The Summa _  Theo- 
logica” by St. Thomas Aquinas, 
and the works of Shakespeare, 
Spinoza, Sophocles, Rousseau, Tol- 
stoi, Boswell and a score of clas- 
sical others... 


Britannica is also thinking 
about a new edition of the Bible 
with encyclopedic background and 
encyclopedias of music and art. 
Already a fact are Encyclopedia 
Britannica educational filma for 
classroom study use, and E.B.’s 
entry into the “trade book” field 
of best sellers and non-fiction, 


The Encyclopedia’  Britahnica 
folks take a sort of personal 
pride in telling stories of “the 
uses to which the old E.B, is put.” 


“For instance,” says &5-year-old 
ex-radioman Dale O’Brien, now 
advertising director of the E.B., 
“there was the letter we got from 
the man who was interned by 
the Japs in the Philippines. He 
somehow smuggled into the pris- 
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on camp a few volumes of the 
Britannica and ran a regular 
lending library for other Ameri- 
cans in the camp. When food got 
to the desperate point a food 
chemist in the camp came to him 
and asked him to borrow. a. cer- 
tain volume. A few days later the 
chemist had figured out how to 
extract certain food elements 
from the moss that grew on tree 
trunks. He made that food by re- 
ferring to the E.B.” ° 


It is known that George Wash- 
ington was a great user of the 
Britannica; that Michael Faraday 
first became interested in chemis- 
try by reading the Britannica; 
and that Milton Caniff who draws 
Terry and the Pirates always 
sees what the E.B. has to say 
before he sends Terry off on a 
foreign adventure. But best of 
all the editors like stories such 
as the one about how Sir Wil- 
fred Grenfell, medical missionary 
to Labrador, discovered in the 
Britannica how to thaw frozen 
dynamite. Sir Wilfred consulted 
the E.B. after one man tried to 
thaw the dynamite out by boiling 
it and blew himself to bits. The 
Britannica saved the day, Sir Wil- 
fred thawed out his dynamite 
without mishap, and blasted out 
the foundation for the hospital he 
wanted to build in the frozen 
North. 

In 1945, the Britannica did more 
than 12 times the business it did 
in 1935. Its editors and president 
ascribe this not only to the suc- 
cess of modern sales methods but 
also to a program aimed at 
convincing folks that the Bri- 
tannica is as necessary in 
every home as a dictionary and 
distinctly more enjoyable reading. 
The E.B. maintains a press-radio 
service which continually piques 
the public curiosity by dishing out 
tidbits of information that can 
be found in the Britannica. For 
instance such nuggets of 
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of Knowledge 


knowledge as: The camel’s hair 
in paint brushes does not come 
from camels; it comes from a 
species of squirrel which inhabits 
such cold countries as Siberia. 
Living human victims were for- 
merly placed in cornerstones as a 
sacrifice to the gods and in the 
belief that they would ensure the 
stability. of the building. Whales 
do not spout water; the moist 
air blown from the whale’s lungs 
condenses into drops of moisture 
in the colder atmosphere, giving 
the appearance of a_ fountain. 
Eighteen million bushels of car- 
rots were produced in 1941. Swivel 
chairs were invented four cen- 
turies ago. Prairie dogs frequently 
share ‘their burrows with owls, 
weasels and rattlesnakes; the visi- 
tors often eat the young prairie 
dogs but the prairie dogs eat only 
grass, 

Of course there is also plenty 
of reading in the Britannica for 
tho > whose mental equipment 
may make them interested in 
articles on the “Paleolithic Imple- 
ments of South Africa”, or the 
“Geographical Distribution and 
Occurrence of Fresh-Water Algae.” 
Few persons have ever read the 
Britannica from cover to cover. 
E.B. editors say thcy know of only 
three. One was a_ pensioned 
preacher with a passion for travel. 
He toted the E.B. along with him, 
read it every night in bed, finally 
finished it: Another is a young 
boy who claims he finished all 24 
volumes before he was 14. The 
third is novelist C, 8S. Forester, 
who claims to have read it twice. 

The editors of the E.B. aren’t 
sure on all the details but there 
may have been a fourth person 
who actually waded through the 
whole of the Britannica. The 
story goes that somewhere near 
the close of the eighteenth century 
a new shah ascended the throne 
of Persia and that the British 
Ambassador, having carted the 
Britannica out to Persia by 
trawler, camelback and various 
other modes of conveyance pre- 
sented the E.B. to the Sha‘ with 
great ceremony. The Shah, re 
portedly an educated man, didn’t 
rest until he had read every word 
in the Britannica and promptly 
awarded himself a new title. To 
his already lengthy assortment, 
including “Most Exalted and 
Generous Prince; Brilliant as the 
Moon Resplendent as the Sun; 
The Jewel of the World; the 
Center of Beauty, of Musselmen 
and of the True Faith, Shadow of 
God; Mirror of Justice; Most 
Generous King of Kings; Master 
of the Constellations Whose 
Throne is the Stirrup Cup of 
Heaven” the Shah tacked on “and 
Most Formidable Lord and Master 
of the Encyclopedia Britannica.”
